be picked and cooked, is just the bud

These threads 
are the least edible part of the bud 
while the bottom of the bud to which 
they are attached is the solid, meaty 
part, the part that is put up in bottles 
at a rather high price, mainly to be 
used as a garnish inhigh class cookery.
